point oul what we oconslder ils weak poluls
Wolves at Bay 1s In some respeols superior to
elther of the other dramas given Lo tbe publie
by Oolonel Fllzgerald. 1t 1s more eoler
seinlug than Light af L and more
earefully construcied than ZTungled Tarcads,
Tune plot 18 quite simple and not altogeiher
movel, but the great bulk of the drama 1% made
up of & mass of extraneous matter which has
no direct connection wilth the maln lssue,
Indeed, this Irrelevancy of the substance to the
suhjeot I8 earried somewhat lo an extreme, and
in biselorts to introducs a little of everyLning
in order to gratify the tastes of everybody, the
aclion I8 delayed, the cllmaxes are woakened,

and the play nonosassarily leng -
ened, without any correspouding advan-
tage belng gained. Judiclous pruolog,
such us usnally follows n st

performance, will make tne piece ack belter,
Thos, the scene in the third aoct, where “Jack
Bomerville” and “Tom Dolyer'' got hillarions
over & ovuple of bottles of Carie d'or, was naue:
cessarily prolonged, uniil it became tantalizlog
to the sudlenoce, most of whom were slrongly
couvinced that tha bottles were selected from
the chioloe collection In the author’s cellwr,
Under the colrcumsiances, the couslderate
aoctlon of “Tom Dolyer' insummoniog each of
the ladies to thelr chamber doors after they had
relired for the night, In order to presont aglass
of the foaming beverage, is easlly naderstood,
although it had no partloular bearlogon the
plot. This feature, howover, will probably be
omitted In the future, unless, lndeesd, the Colo-
nel intends to keep the thing up durlog the run
of the play.

In Wolve: at Bay theres isa disoussion of the
iabor question, and the maln polnts of the plot
turn upon & sirike by the men engagod in "' Mr,
Prayton’s” mill, under the leadershlp of a
willain, “John Lipp,” who asplires o the hand
of the rloh man's daughter, Thals fellow not
only Instigates the men to strike, but he plies
them with liguor, and encourages them
to effect the destruotion of *“Mr. Drayton"
and “Arthur Leveriog” by oultlog away
the celebrated trellls bridge on the Uatawlssa
Rallroad so 68 to precipitate into the chasm Lhe
train of cars which is bearlog them with a
party of soldlers, 1o the scene of sirife. “Luoy
Drayton” hears ot the plol and betakos herself
to the bridge 1n the middle of the night, olimbs
apon It and waves a red lautern Lo stop the
frain, The train ls saved, but the locomotive 13
precipitated over the moken bridge into Lhe
chasm, thus producing a grand sensation effagh
for the concluding tablean of the fourth act,

There 18 considerable love-makiog, and the
ingeunous muanoer in whioch the lovers come to
the polnt and make spch other aware of thelr
feellings is particularly charming. The ldes of
an amorous bachelor making advances to a not
goo reluctant widow while laboring under a
¢ am-friver indlgestion, is certainly novel, 1f not
elegant. Mr, Cralg, who sustalned the part of
“Jack Bomerville,” scied only too well In this
geene; and without wishing In any way to ln.
tertore with the efMeotiveness of the play or the
epjoyment of any porilon of the audlence, we
wounld suggest thata lttle less of this sorl of
ihing would be in better lnste, A good deal of
base-ball talk s woven Into the dislogue; and
as this Is n suhl=2ol with whiehh Colonel Fliz-
gerald 18 perfectly familiar, he has peppered the
eonversntion of his repressntative base-ballist,
“Tom Dolyere,"” with all the slang terms of ths
gnme, Lo the huges delight of & large portion of
the andlence,
